Knocking off Hammond High, win- 
ning the Holiday tournament and upsetting 
South Bend Riley (ranked 7th in the state 
at the time) were the high points of Clark’s 
52-53 basketball season. The Pioneers ended 
their season with a very respectable 14-8 
mark. 

By beating Hammond, 61-49, early in 
December, Clark ended a period of five years 
in which they hadn’t been able to turn the 
trick against the perennially tough Wildcats. 

Just before Christmas, the Pioneers 
traveled to Clinton, Iowa, to engage the 
state’s number one team. The Shieldsmen 
put up a terrific battle before bowing, 
69 - 66 . 

Then came the Holiday tourney and 
Clark swept honors in an impressive manner. 
They nipped Rennsselaer in an overtime 
thriller and then blasted Noll Central to 
cop the crown. Basil Kristoff, senior for- 
ward, set a new GRC scoring mark in the 
championship contest by sizzling the nets 
for 29 points. 

Late in January, South Bend-Riley 
was rated as the seventh best team in the 
state of Indiana. Clark blasted them out of 
the "Big Ten”, 5 5-52, and immediately were 
tabbed as contenders for Sectional honors. 

Finally Sectional tourney time rolled 
around completely with pep rallies, banners 
and high feelings. 

The Pioneers opened impressively 
enough, blasting cross town rival Whiting, 
66 - 5 5. However, a keyed-up East Chicago- 
Roosevelt quintet put a sudden end to GRC 
championship hopes by edging the fighting 
Clarkites, 65-60, in a real scorcher. 

Basil Kristoff set a host of GRC records 
during the year; total points, most points in 
one game, most free throws in one game 
(15) and a new free throw mark for one 
season.

Tolleston dealt the Pioneers their death blow with 
a 12-1 verdict, which seemed to break the backs of 
the GRC line. It was downhill for Clark the rest of 
the way. Baliga was thwarted in a bid for a no-hit 
game against the Pioneers by MVP Bob Figler’s home- 
run. It was Clark’s only hit. 

The Pioneers did, however, end the season on a 
sweet note, trouncing Gary Emerson, 11-5, and 
knocking the Norse out of a possible title tie with 
Hammond High.
